1. NYT PAGE 1 ABOVE-FOLD STORY BY GWERTZMAN "KISSINGER 
MAKES GOOD PROGRESS' IN MIDEAST TALKS ' REPORTS KEY PROBLEM 
OF DEFINING DISENGAGEMENT LINE "BUTTONED UP" FOR ALL PRAC- 
TICAL PURPOSES ACCORDING TO SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL. SAME 
OFEICIAL CAUTIONS NEGOTIATIONS COULD BE PROLONGED, SAYS HE 
WOULD BE "VERY SURPRISED" IE TWO SIDES DO NOT CONCLUDE 
AGREEMENT BUT DOES NOT RULE OUT LONGER PERIOD OE NEGOTIA- 
TIONS. HAK INSISTS HE MUST RETURN TO WASHINGTON BY NEXT

ZONE, LIMITATION OF FORCES, UN PRESENCE, PRISONER OF WAR

COMPANION ARTICLE BY SAIKOWSKI PAGE I "HOW THE SECRETARY 
NEGOTIATES" LEADS AS FOLLOWS; "HE DOES NOT CAJOLE, DEMAND, 

OR PRESSURE. RATHER DOES HE ANALYZE, REASON, AND PERSUADE

SAYS CERTAIN ISSUES, INCLUDING DISENGAGEMENT LINE, NOT YET 
FULLY WORKED OUT. SENIOR US OFFICIAL SAYS FINAL SETTLE-

CIALS. HIGH AMERICAN OFFICIAL CAUTIONS MILITARY DISENGAGE- 
MENT BETWEEN ISRAEL AND SYRIA "NOT YET IN THE BAG." ISRAE- 
LI PAPERS SPECULATE AGREEMENT COULD BE INITIALED THURSDAY 
AND SIGNED NEXT WEEK IN GENEVA. HAK REPORTEDLY DETERMINED 
TO FLY HOME THIS WEEKEND. HIGH AMERICAN OFFICIAL SAYS NO 
HANG UP IN NEGOTIATIONS BUT UPI REPORTS HAK COVERING ALL 
BETS BY HAVING AMERICAN OEFICIALS CAUTION THERE STILL 
COULD BE WITH POSSIBILITY NEGOTIATIONS RESUMED LATER.
